PRINCIPAL WARNS AGAINST 
PERFORMANCES BY CHILDREN 


(Taken from Hamilton News) 


The practice of having children 
perform at home and schood meet- 
ings was criticized by a Dundas 
school principal at the first meet- 
ing of the Hamilton Council of 
Home and School Associations, 
held in Ryerson Public School on 
Wednesday evening. Mr. W. K. 
Wylie, mead of Dundas Public 
School, was speaking on What the 
Home and School Organization 
Means to Me, and thought that 
both children and teachers should 
be excluded from participating in 
the programs of regular meetings. 
Relatives would come to hear 
their children perform, but not 
to the regular meetings, and chil- 
dren suffered the next day. Teach- 
ers, too, were busy people and 
liked to attend meetings incog- 
nito, 


MANY ATTEND 


Nearly 140 parents, represent- 
ing 40 Hamilton schools, were 
present to hear warm praise for 
the home and school organization 
and the part it could play in the 
life of the community. Outlining 
the work of the organization, the 
speaker said he thought some of 


the textbooks were a little too 
idealistic for practical pur- 
poses on the subject of a 


' home 


and school __ organiza- 
tion’s uses. If the parents were 
going to leave any sort of memor- 
ial in the school, he thought it 
should be a practical one, prefer- 
ably an item which the school 
needed but could not afford, 
rather than a vlaque on the wall. 

The home and school orgariza- 
tion could act in the community 
as an auxiliary group. By virtue 
of its membership it could reach 
the nublic in matters of public 
health, such as cancer research. 
It could provide a link with the 
home and the school in the educa- 
tion of chilcren of vre-school age. 
EDUCATIVE FORCE 

The principal thought the or- 
ganization could act as an educa- 
tive force by providing informa- 
tive speakers. He nlaced most 
importance, however, on the study 
groups, especially those which 
studied the pre school children. 
Early attitudes of a child’s life 
were its greatest moulding fac- 
tors, he said. "The ionger I teach, 
the more surprised I am that we 
make what progress we do,” ; 

A home and schoo! organization 
was essential in any school, the 
speaker concluded. “The organ- 
ization is not something you put 
up with. It is something you can- 
not do without.”

A Daniel 
Come to Judgement 


Does the farmer own his land, If he has 
a clear title to his land he.is the owner of it, 
but we are led to ask: What is land? 


The provincial government,.in order to 
protect the farmers and make sure that his 
land remains his land, passed a Sand and 
Gravel Act, which makes the farmer secure 
in the elements that go to make his land. 
There is a case at present before the courts, 
in which it is being argued that the sand and 
gravel on a farm are minerals and therefor 
come under the mineral rights clause in any 
land act. 

A farmer buys a tract of land in Alberta, 
pays good money for it, pays taxes on it, but 

* now they want to deprive him piecemeal of 
his very soil. There is sand and gravel in 
all land. Every small garden is full of some 
sand or gravel and the owners of farms and 
gardens are liable to spend a busy time sort- 
ing out what is theirs and what may be 
claimed by anybody who wants minerals! 

In this case there is need for a Daniel to 
come to judgment! It should be the judg- 
ment of the courts, if the sand and gravel 
are declared minerals under the law, that 
anybody gaining the right to take them out 
should be forced to take them away with- 
out. a single bit of “land’’ being harmed or 
removed. The land at least belongs to the 
farmer, only the sand and gravel can be re- 
moved! 

To parahrase from the ‘Merchant of 
Venice’,, this should be the law as expounded 
by a Daniel come to judgment: 

Therefore prepare thee to take out thy 
sand and gravel. Take thou no land; nor 
take thou less nor more but just that amount 
which is legally thine. If thou takest less or 
more than the gravel and sand that ’is thine, 
thy contract is void and thou art liable for 
damages. Take the sand and gravel, but 


don’t touch the land!—under threat of prose- 
cution.

A few days ago we received a 
letter from the Hon. Paul Martin.

Having kept a record of news- 
paper pronouncements on this sub- 
ject since the federal committee 
brought in their recommendations, 


we have waited for some pro- 
nouncement: from our provincial 
government as it concerns the 
65 69 age group. 

In July. last Hon. Paul Martin 
indicated that this group would 
need to wait for provincial an- 
nouncements. 

In August Premier Duplessis 


made it clear he would go along 
with this age. group on the 50-50 
basis. Ontario next announced en- 
dorsation, and their legislature met 
last week for that purpose. Pre- 
mier Johnston of B.C. has made it 
plain that they will put through 
complimentary legislation for the 
65-69 needy cases. Since then Pre- 
mier Campbell of Manitoba has 
also agreed, and the house is to 
meet soon for this purpose. 

I have the news clipping on 
hand, taken from Edmonton 
Journal. 

Having occasion to write Mr. 
Martin about his letter to me, J 
told him of my surprise at his 
making no mention of this 65-69 
age group When in Calgary and our 
city recently. ? 

Moreover, not a word from Pre- 
mier Manning, though Dr. Cross 
some time ago indicated he was 
in favor of the BEST that the 
country could do for their aged 
citizens. 

Alberta is far ahead now fin- 


ancially of Manitoba, If Premier 
Campbell has enough faith and 
goodness of heart to consider their 
needy aged citizens between age 
65 and 69, what in all conscience 
holds Alberta back from following 
suit with the provinces mentioned?

STRIKE PAY

“If we are going to be realis- 
tic,” he added, “‘we have to realize 
that a Royal Commission trying 
to deal with such a varied juris- 
diction has faint hope of devising 
any recommendations that could 
be implemented throughout> Can- 
ada.”’ 

Manning commented on a re- 
port that Manitoba is favoring a 
Royal Commission on liquor re- 
gulations. He said Alberta was 
not opposed to such a commis- 
sion, because the situation regard- 
ing liquor laws was “serious 
enough.” But he added that Al- 
berta did not believe a commis- 
tion would be able to satisfy all 
provinces presently administering 
their own liquor laws.

WESTERN WHEAT PRODUCERS NEED 
MORE MONEY, URGES J. £. BROWNLEE 


Prompt release of the Canadian Wheat Board of proceeds 
of sale of last year’s grain or alternatively increased initial 
prices on this year’s grain, are urged in a statement made 
recently by J. E. Brownlee,. K.C., president of the United 
Grain Growers Limited, after a meeting of the Board of 
Directors of that company. Mr. Brownlee’s statement fol- 


lows: 


“Many western farmers. ur- 
gently need more cash than they 
can obtain immediately from 
marketing of this. year’s crop 
Both initial payments and deliv- 
ery quotas are low. 

That need can be quickly met 
through further distribution by 
the Canadian Wheat Board on 
last year’s grain deliveries. Tens 
of millions of dollars remain to 
be paid to farmers in that respect 
as soon as accounts for last year’s 
crops can be closed. If further 
delay in that connection is in- 
evitable, a substantial interim 
payment should be made at once. 
At least twenty cents per bushel 
on last year’s wheat deliveries 
could be safely paid. 


Alternatively, needed cash can 
be supplied by a substantial in- 
crease in initial payments on this 
year’s deliveries on wheat, vats 
and barley. These are very low 


in relation to prices at which such 
grains are now selling. On wheat, 
for example, there is a difference 


between initial prices and class 


two export prices of neariy a 
dollar a bushel and of nearly 


fifty cents a bushel on wheat sold 
under the International Wheat 
Agreement. That is a margin of 
safety for the government much 
wider than is needed under pre- 
sent conditions.
